The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the bowling lane 
including the approach, ball track, and bowling ball read into the claim from the 
specification by the Board on the last paragraph of pg. 14 of the Board Decision 8/4/09, 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

Formal Drawings are now required. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claims 12-17, 19-22, 24, 25 and 29 have been cancelled as claims affirmed 
rejected by the board decision of 8/4/09. 

Claim 18, the rejection thereof reversed by the board on 8/4/09 has been 
cancelled and the limitations added to claim 28. 

Claim 28 (amended) A construction element for a sectional bowling lane, the 
construction element comprising: 

at least one supporting structure layer comprising a cellular board including a plurality of 
cells each having a longitudinal axis extending in a direction perpendicular to the cellular board; 

an impact stress enduring board layer attached to opposite sides of the supporting 
structure layer; and 

a bowling surface comprising at least one impact resistant laminate layer attached to the 
board layer on at least one side of the supporting structure layer; 
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wherein the construction element is configured to be operatively connectable to at least 
one other construction element and wherein the laminate layer comprises at least one resin impregnated 
paper layer .
